They will truft their Eftates 
or Shops with none but them- 
fdves, but for their Souls and 
P^erity they have lefs Solici* 
tude. But do you breed your

There is nothing (hines more 
clearly through Chriftianity, 
than Humility ; of this the 
Holy Author of it is the gr ea- 
teft Inftance. He was hwrn- 
ble in^his Inearaatioiv\ i<^ Vv^ 
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tliaE tliought it no Roboery 
to be equal with God, hum- 
bled liimfelf to become a 
Man ; ami many Ways made- 
liimfclf of no Reputation. As 
firrtinhis Birth or Defcent, 
it was not of the Princes of 
Jitdah but a Virgin, of low 
Degree, the efpouii-'d of a 
Carpenter; and lofhu acknow- 
ledges in her heavenly An- 
then^ or Ejaculation, Ijike t, 
47, 48, 52. fpeaking of tfe 
great Honour God ha(} done 
Her ; And my Spirit hath rejojf 
ted iff Ggd my Saviour, for be 
hath regarded the low Eftata of 
his ffa/id-maidea ; he haf ptft 
down the- mighty from their 
Seatfj and exalted fhem oflovo 
Degree. Secondly, he was 
hujnbie iji iiisj;^if? : f^e fcept 
no. 
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no Court but in Deferts and 
Mountains and in Solitary 
Places ; neither was he ferv'd 
in State, his Attendants being 
of the Mechanick Size. . By 
the Miracles he wrouglit wc 
may underdand the Food lie 
eat, viz. Barley-Bread and 
Fifh ; and it is not to be 
thought there was any Curio- 
(ity in dreiSing them.

Humility ! Let your Eyes ' 
be continually upon it, that 
you may fee your felves hy it. 
Indeed his whole Lite . was 
one continued great Ad of 
Self denial : And becaufe he 
needed it not (or himfelf, he 
mud needs do it for us ; there- 
by leaving us an Ejtample 
that we Jhould follow his 
Steps, I Pet. 2. 21. And as 
he was we ihould be in this 
World according to the be- 
loved Difciple, I John 2. 6, 
So what he did for us was 
not to excufe but excite our
